Prospective chairman breaks silence and reveals hurdles in Cobblers deal 


WHOLE NEW 

BALL GAME

Former Oxford United chairman Kelvin 
Thomas has agreed to take over crisis-hit 
Northampton Town football club 
- but warns it is ‘too early to 
know’ whether his consortium 
can seal the deal. 

And with just under three 
weeks left to pay the taxman 
the £166,000 that is owed - 
before a winding-up petition 
against the club is heard at the 
High Court - time is running 
out. 

The prospective chairman 
broke his silence yesterday in 
a statement to the media, in 
which he said his consortium 
of businessmen is a ‘serious and well 
funded group’, who can ‘complete a deal 
quickly on a sensible basis’. 

He said: “Our interest is to take the foot¬ 
ball club forward and we are prepared to 
invest significant funds immediately to sta¬ 
bilise the club off the pitch, support the 
team on the pitch and complete the east 
stand, which we feel is an important factor 
in the overall development of the club.” 

But revealing that his consortium faced 
considerable hurdles, he warned: “What we 
have found so far is a very complicated situ¬ 
ation with outstanding debt, parcels of land 


with different leases, various creditors and 
winding up petitions, all with serious impli¬ 
cations for the club. 

“At this stage it is still too early to know 
whether we will be able to properly resolve 
these issues to allow a sensible 
deal to proceed, however we had 
a positive meeting with 
Northampton Borough Council 
on Tuesday and further discus¬ 
sions, which are due to include 
Buckingham, will continue this 
week.” 

Mr Thomas’ statement comes a 
day after he had a ‘lengthy and 
open’ discussion with Northampton 
Borough Council over the £10.25 
million owed by the club to the local 
authority. 

It is understood although Mr Thomas has 
agreed to take over the club, and has agreed 
with Buckingham Group to allow the east 
stand to be completed, he has yet to strike a 
deal with the council over the loan. 

However, he made a proposal at the meet¬ 
ing with the authority which would see the 
debt paid off, and further meetings are now 
being planned. 

These new developments also follow the 
news that it is likely Northampton Town’s 
players and staff will not get paid on time.

First-footing around the world 


Lawrence John finds out 
how the county’s shoes are 
being sold to the world 




Michail Bolohs! 



Two county businessmen 
are taking on the challenge 
of taking Northamptonshire 
to the world. 

They are aiming to take 
the county’s shoe trade and 
make it a global phenome¬ 
non. 

Steve Cunningham and 
Michail Bolohs are export¬ 
ing high quality shoes from 
Northampton including 
those made by Tricker’s, 
and exporting them to 
Russia and they are now 
aiming to do the same in 
Japan and China. 

The online business www. 
english-brands.co.uk was 
founded by the two men 
two years ago and is going 
from strength to strength. 

Steve said he got the idea 
for the website when he saw 
Japanese and Chinese visi¬ 
tors coming to 
Northampton and visiting 
the factory shops and buy¬ 
ing up thousands of pounds 
worth of shoes to take 
home. 


He thought it would be a 
good business opportunity 
to create a one stop shop 
website where other cus¬ 
tomers who could not travel 
to Northamptonshire could 
buy the county’s famous 
brands online. 

Now they can get what 
they want and the shoes are 
then sent by courier and are 
with them in a matter of 
days. 

Steve said: “We want to 
take Northampton to the 
world and are looking to 
export Northamptonshire 
shoes to Japan and China. 

“We already sell shoes into 
Russia. 

“We have had to create a 
website all in Russian com¬ 
plete with all the sizes 
which are needed for the 
Russian market. 

“We have spent the last 
two years jumping up the 
Google rankings to get the 
brands sold. 

“We sell Loakes, Barker, 
John White, Jeffrey West, 


Tricker’s and Alfred Sargent. 

“Seventy per cent of all 
shoes from 

Northamptonshire end up 
in Japan.” 

Steve explained the grow¬ 
ing market in Japan and 
China was fuelled by people 
wanting to buy quality 
shoes, and the best came 
from Northampton. 

He said he also had to 
make sure he had the small¬ 
er sizes for the market in 
Japan as compared to 
Russia which needed larger 
size shoes. 

Steve pointed out since 
they launched the business 
has sent 3,000 shoes to 


Siberia. 

They are posting out about 
20 pairs a day which 
equates to about 150 pairs a 
week. 

One of the bonuses of the 
business is Michail Bolohs 
comes from Latvia. 

He studied at the 
University of Northampton 
and as he speaks Russia was 
able to ensure the website 
was written in Russian, with 
ah the correct details some¬ 
one required to buy a pair of 
Northamptonshire shoes. 

Steve said: “The next thing 
is we have to open a busi¬ 
ness in Japan and China as 
well as setting up a Japanese 


website and a Chinese web¬ 
site. 

“Will have to do this as 
doing business in these two 
countries is very different. 

“We need to make sure it 
explains everything to the 
customer in a language they 
understand and gives them 
the shoes sizes they need. 

“We want to take the fac¬ 
tory shoes to them. 

“This online site is our 
shop window to the world.”

Paedophile filmed 
abuse of children

A paedophile driving instruc¬ 
tor filmed himself sexually 
abusing children in the back 
of his AA car after picking 
them up from the school 
gates, a court heard. 

Matthew Ottley, 40, lured 
two children into his vehicle 
after befriending them at the 
school gates and then drove 
them to a remote country 
lane, where he acted out his 
fantasies. 

The former AA instructor, 
who now lives in Saxon Way, 
Wellingborough, pleaded 



guilty at Maidstone Crown 
Court to two charges of sexu¬ 
al activity with a child and 
arranging or facilitating child 
prostitution or pornography 


He was also charged with 
two counts relating to filming 
the sexual assaults over a 
four-day period last 
November. 

Ottley ran his own driving, I 
Drive Safely, in Kent, for 11 
years with his wife, and also 
owned a minicab firm, called 
Matt’s Taxis. He was released 
on bail until sentencing in 
November.

Sons in agony over loss of father 


The devastated family of 
murdered Northampton 
grandfather David 
Brickwood - who was 
killed in a ‘violent attack’ 
in his own home - have 
made a new appeal for 
someone to come for¬ 
ward, urging: ‘Don’t be 
scared... this person is 
probably going to do this 
again’. 

In a heartbreaking video 
interview with Northants 
Police, which you can see 
online, the sons of the 
74-year-old grandfather 
from Abington - Dale, 

Gary and Nathan 
Brickwood, spoke about 
how they can’t cope, and 
that they are ‘stuck in the 
same time as when our 
dad was murdered’. 

The fresh appeal for wit¬ 


nesses comes four weeks 
after Mr Brickwood was 
stabbed to death at his 
home in Lindsay Avenue, 
in the early hours of 
Saturday, September 26. 

Dale said: “We’re not 
coping; we’re just taking 
each day as it comes. 
Things don’t move on, 
we’re still stuck in the 
same time as when our 
dad was murdered. 
Everything just seems to 
have just stood still. 
Everything is still as that 
day; we can’t bury our 
father, you just can’t do 
anything. 

“Our dad was like our 
best friend as well. No 
matter what problems we 
had, we could go to our 
dad and he would always 
be there. He would never 


judge us and would 
always help. He was such 
a great man. 

“He would help anyone. 
Before his death he 
seemed the happiest he’d 
been. We’re absolutely 
devastated that someone 
has done this. As a family, 
it’s destroyed us. When he 
was murdered, we were 
too.” 

Urging witnesses to 
come forward, Gary said: 
“Somebody out there 
knows exactly who did 
this. They know who did 
this and someone has 
information they need to 
share. They need to tell 
what happened. Because 
there’s no closure for us; 
we can’t move on. Our 
father was a great man 
and didn’t deserve this.”

“They were being 
driven very closely 
together and we would 
like to speak to anyone 
who saw them, or who 
knows who may have 
been driving them. 

“They could have 
been in the area com¬ 
pletely innocently, but 
we need to know why 
they were there and if 
they have any connec¬ 
tion to Mr Brickwood’s 
death. Likewise, if you 
were the driver or pas¬ 
senger in a Ford Focus 
vehicle in the Abington 
area at the time then 
we appeal for you to 
come forward.”

The revelation was made at 
a heated public meeting held 
at the town’s Guildhall earlier 
this week, which saw 
Cobblers fans put tough 
questions to a six-member 
panel to try and get to the 
bottom of the crisis sur¬ 
rounding the League Two 
side. 

The meeting, which was 
held on Monday night, saw 
panel member James Whiting 
- the chief executive of the 
Cobblers - admit it is ‘likely’ 
the club’s players and staff 
will not be paid on time. 

He revealed this was due to 
the club’s bank account being 
frozen - a result of the out¬ 
standing winding-up peti¬ 
tion by Her Majesty’s Revenue 
and Customs (HMRC) for 
unpaid taxes. 

The meeting also saw Mr 
Whiting reveal the club now 
owes £166,000 to HMRC for 
unpaid VAT and PAYE pay¬ 
ments. 

After revealing the startling 
figure, Mr Whiting told the 
audience of 200 Cobblers 
fans: “Are we in a desperate 
situation where we need to 
find a buyer? Yes. 

“We need cash in the 
short term and the 
HMRC petition 
needs to be sorted 
in the next few 
weeks. 

“Does the foot¬ 
ball club also 
still owe the 
council 
£10.25 million? 

Yes.” 

He also admitted, 
on an evening which saw 
fresh revelations regarding 
the £10.25 million loan owed 
to the council, that ‘clearly it 
was an error’ to choose 1st 
Land Ltd to project manage 
the redevelopment of 
Sixfields stadium. 

When asked by a member of 
the public whether he knew 
where the council’s loan had 


gone, a question which has 
often been asked by fans, he 
said all loan payments were 
handled by chairman David 
Cardoza. 

He added that ‘as soon as 
the money (loan) came in (to 
the club), it went to the foot¬ 
ball club contractor, which is 
1st Land.” 

However, he also revealed 
some of the £10.25 million 
was ‘held back’ as a contin¬ 
gency fund, and later 
admitted the total 
sum handed over to 
1st Land was 
£7.37million. 
Besides the loan, 
another topic 
which often popped 
up during the meet¬ 
ing was the support¬ 
ers’ trust’s position on 
the board, with many sug¬ 
gesting the trust’s three per 
cent share in the club should 
be increased. 

Among the six-person panel 
was Jacqui Forster, of 
Supporters Direct, and 
Trevor Stroud, of Wycombe 
Wanderers Trust, which owns 
the club, who both backed 
the idea. But they both also 
recognised that to do so 


would cost a lot of money. 

Also on the panel last night 
was Kevin Simons, who 
recently set up a crowdfund¬ 
ing bid to raise £100,000 for 
the Cobblers supporters’ 
trust, and Northampton 
Town’s communications 
officer Gareth Willsher. 

When the H&P asked Mr 
Whiting after the meeting 
whether the fans should be as 
concerned as they are, he 
said: “In the current situa¬ 
tion, everyone ultimately will 
be concerned and should be 
concerned. 

“Things like winding up 
petitions are very serious 
matters and we take them 
very seriously. 

“Staff, supporters, players 
and everybody is really wor¬ 
ried about the situation. 

“But I would say it is not a 
hopeless situation, there is 
certainly hope there. 

“Hopefully this takeover (by 
Kelvin Thomas and his con¬ 
sortium) can be completed, 
matters can get resolved and 
we can start to focus on mat¬ 
ters on the pitch. 

“Yes it’s worrying, but I 
believe there can be a posi¬ 
tive outcome.”

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Arson fears 
after blaze 
hits flats 

A large fire at a block of 
flats in Kettering town cen¬ 
tre - which left residents 
stranded on the roof - was 
started deliberately, police 
and fire investigators 
believe. 

Firefighters were rushed 
to the flats in Dryland 
Street on Monday night, 
after reports of a fire in the 
basement car park. 

Up to 40 firefighters were 
on the scene at the height 
of the fire, which started at 
9.20pm. 

Residents who were 
stranded in the block of 
flats had gathered on the 
roof for safety when the 
fire crews got to them. 

The fire was put out in an 
hour, and two children 
were taken to hospital for a 
precautionary check-up. 
No-one was injured. 

Police and fire officers 
investigating the fire now 
believe it was started delib¬ 
erately. 

Two teenage boys, aged 11 
and 14, from Kettering, 
have since been arrested 
and released on bail. 



Local fire stations 
offer police home

Almost 300 police officers 
and police community sup¬ 
port officers (PCSOs) now 
have access to their local 
fire station as part of the 
ongoing programme of ‘col- 
laboration and 

integration’. 

Officers will now be able to 
go to their local fire station 
rather than return to their 
main base, meaning they are 
able to stay within their beat 
area for longer. 

A police spokesman said 
the aim, ultimately, is to pro¬ 
vide office and computer 
facilities for police officers 
so they can also complete 
essential paperwork, while 
remaining in the local com¬ 
munity. 

Station manager Jason 
Urbani said: “We have issued 
key fobs to around 300 police 


officers and PCSOs, giving 
them access to retained fire 
stations on their patch. 
Initially, they will be able to 
use the stations as a drop-in 
for welfare purposes, but 
eventually the aim is to pro¬ 
vide hot-desking and IT 
access for police officers as 
well.” 

County commander, 
superintendent Andy Cox, 
added: “Although providing 
access to computers and 
police systems will take 
longer to put in place, simply 
having another base in their 
local area is a bonus. Officers 
still have use of their mobile 
devices, and access to 
another drop-in base means 
they can spend even more 
time on their beat and be 
more visible in the commu¬ 
nity. 

“This is particularly impor¬ 
tant in rural areas that are 
some distance away from a 


main police station. We are 
working more and more 
closely with our fire service 
colleagues and it makes 
sense to join up and share 
facilities.” 

In the meantime, work is 
currently underway to co¬ 
locate police and fire officers 
at Mereway fire station in 
Northampton. 

Building and refurbish¬ 
ment work is about to begin 
at the station, where a joint 
base for firefighters and 
community and response 
police officers will be estab¬ 
lished. 

Fire appliances will con¬ 
tinue to be deployed from 
Mereway fire station while 
work is being carried out. 
However, welfare facilities 
for firefighters will be pro¬ 
vided in the police offices at 
Mereway, where they will be 
based while the building 
work takes place.

Campus set to be

It is all systems go at the 
University of Northamp¬ 
ton’s new £330m Waterside 
Campus. 

Building work has started 
and if everything goes 
according to plan it will all 
be finished by December 
2017, with an official open¬ 
ing in spring 2018 when the 
first students will go 
through the gates. 

The vice chancellor of the 
University of Northampton, 
Nick Petford, called the 
building work an historic 
landmark for the university, 
for the town of Northamp¬ 
ton and for the county of 
Northamptonshire. 

In his speech last 
Thursday, Mr Petford said: 
“What we will have in three 
years’ time is a campus 
which will hold 15,000 stu¬ 
dents and 2,000 staff. 

“This new campus is sig¬ 
nificant in the history of 
higher education of the 
town and the county. 

“What we are doing here is 
part of a new strategy. It is 
all about making us finan¬ 
cially sustainable as we go 
into the future. 

“It is about integrated 
learning and about putting 
the student at the heart of 




this experience. 

“I hope you will join me 
back here in 2018 to cele¬ 
brate the opening of the 
Waterside Campus.” 

The first thing people will 
notice as work progresses is 
two bridges being built. One 
will be a footbridge and the 
other will be for vehicles to 
drive into the campus. The 
new campus aims to 
encourage those who attend 
to use public transport or 
walking instead of driving. 

The university is already 
talking to 

Northamptonshire County 
Council about setting up a 
park and ride scheme. 

The first building to go up 


will be for staff followed by 
student accommodation. 

This package should all be 
completed by 2017. After 
which there will be a bed¬ 
ding in period where every¬ 
thing will have a chance to 
settle in, such as the com¬ 
puter systems. 

Mr Petford said: “We want 
this new campus to be a 
21st century learning expe¬ 
rience. It is about building a 
new type of learning and 
teaching. It is about using 
digital technology and IT 
and lifting the teaching 
experience. If you go to 
Harvard University and go 
into a business lecture it

Not only did they see the Rolling Stones 
in Northampton, but at the same venue 
on March 27, 1963, they saw The Beatles 
live in concert. 

Each time Barbara’s brother Brian 
queued overnight to get tickets for the 
shows, which meant on each occasion he 
got front row seats for the never to be for¬ 


gotten performances. 

Barbara said: “We thought they were 
great, Brian still does. 

“I was 18-years-old and pregnant when I 
went to the gig and was standing near the 
aisle and close to the toilets. I heard eve¬ 
rything. It wasn’t as noisy when The 
Beatles came. 

“When they were on stage the girls 
screamed from beginning to end. You 
could not hear a thing but they were 
great. 

“Looking at the ticket prices 7/6, 10 shil¬ 
lings and 12/6, we could afford it then, 
not like today’s prices. 

“We never thought we would have to go 
anywhere to see bands as they all came to 
Northampton. 

“It was great being able to go and see 
them. 

“And what we do have is great memories 
of the shows like my first, when I went to 
see Freddie and the Dreamers when I was 
14-years-old.”

Windmill's not for turning 


LIFE in a windmill isn’t all plain 
sailing; for starters, it’s tough to 
find furniture that fits the 
curved walls. You also need to be 
fit to tackle the dozens of stairs 
to go up to bed each night - but 
the pay-off is a truly unique 
home and bigger and better 
views as you climb to the top. 

And it’s a unique opportunity 
- very few windmills that have 
been converted into homes come 
up for sale. 

And the sails won’t keep you 
awake on this one, as they were 
removed a year after the mill 
was converted to steam power in 
1886. It did its job milling grain 
until 1926 but fell into disrepair 
and ended up as a place for cattle 
to sleep in until it was converted 
into a three-bedroom family 
home in 1975. 

Current owners Nick and 
Catherine Edwards have decided 
to move on after doing a massive 
restoration job during the 10 
years they’ve lived here, and the 
200-year-old, 73ft windmill in 
Pilling, Lancashire, is now for 
sale with a price tag of £495,000. 

The pair paid £310,000 for the 


mill in 2004 and fitted it with a 
traditional Lancashire boat top 
cap in 2008, restoring it as the 
tallest on the Fylde coast. A year 
later they put a traditional 
balcony around the outside. 

Set over five floors, the 
windmill is 30ft wide at the base, 
tapering to 18ft at the top, and 
it’s deceptively spacious; a

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Forty years after they said it wouldn’t last 


This week the Herald & 
Post celebrates its 40th 
birthday and we asked its 
first managing director 
and editor Tony 
Boullemier to tell us 
how it all started

THEY said we wouldn’t last six 
weeks. But 40 years on today, 
our old newspaper is still going 
strong. 

Back in 1975 that dismissive 
prediction by the boss of our 
biggest rivals simply boosted 
our determination - like a foot¬ 
ball team written off before¬ 
hand by the opposition manag¬ 
er. 

Our journalists had to make 
new contacts in a strange town 
and advertising reps had to sell 
space in something no-one had 
ever seen - the Northants Post. 
But somehow we pulled it off. 

During months of planning, 
we tried to outguess what our 
biggest rivals in Northampton 
would do to stop us. In the event 
they did nothing because of 
what their boss had told them. 

The Northants Post began life 
with five partners. We arrived 
in town from Hertfordshire and 
hired 15 staff and our reporters 
worked their socks off with 
exclusive murder reports, sto¬ 
ries on witchcraft, politics, 
drugs, prostitution and medical 
mishaps. 

There were lots of human 
interest follow-up stories on 
court cases; fashion pages for 
women, PC Post’s page for kids 
and an agony aunt. We had col¬ 
umns on pop, films, gardening, 
motoring, the arts and theatre; 


star interviews including 
Michael Parkinson; some ter¬ 
rific photographs; and five or 
six pages of sport with the 
Cobblers winning promotion 
and the County winning the 
Gillette Cup in our first year. 

But the problem was we had 
launched on a wing, a prayer 
and a pitifully small investment 
of £1,500 each by the five part¬ 
ners - a total of £6,500. 

The bank offered us an over¬ 
draft of a further £13,000 but of 
course they could always get 
their money back by selling our 
houses which had been depos¬ 
ited with them as a guarantee. 

And that was just what they 
were proposing to do five 
months later. 

We had started out as a paid- 


for paper at the rather odd price 
of 6p. We needed to build a big 
circulation quickly to get 
response for our advertisers 
that would beat that of the rival 
evening newspaper. 

We sold 15,000 copies in week 
one but sales declined and hard 
though our reps tried, they 
couldn’t stop advertisers going 
back to the rivals. We soon 
found ourselves owing the 
NatWest bank more than 
£30,000 and they invited us in 
for talks. The deeds of my house 
were on the table. 

“Don’t worry,” I said. “We’ve 
got a plan.” 

“Oh good,” said the manager. 
“You’re going to sell more 
papers?” 

“No,” I replied. “We’re going to 


give them away.” 

It took some time before we 
could convince him that by 
simply printing and distribut¬ 
ing 40,000 free papers, this 
would work. But it did. 

A week later we changed from 
a low circulation paid-for paper 
to a mass circulation free paper 
and the results were almost 
immediate. There was less edi¬ 
torial but our reps now had a 
viable selling story. 

Advertisers suddenly found 
they were getting great response 
and slowly we hauled ourselves 
up off the floor. 

We increased pagination, 
hired more journalists and reps 
and were soon printing more 
papers than our rivals. We went 
from 16 to 96 pages and

launched 10 more titles, reach¬ 
ing as far as Leicester, Rugby 
and Banbury with nearly 
400,000 copies a week - includ¬ 
ing two editions a week in 
Northampton. We also 
launched Looking Good maga¬ 
zine and three other monthly 
glossies. 

We didn’t just surprise our 
rivals. We surprised ourselves. 
The paper kept growing like 
Topsy. 

We tried to become part of the 
community, organising 
Northampton’s first 10-mile fun 
run, the Miss Post Personality 
contests, Miss Junior Post, Pet 
of the Year, Nurse of the Year 
and sponsoring sports cups. 

The Post had started out as 
dinner party conversation early 
in 1975 between myself, my 
wife Marie and a friend, Richard 
Meredith. We were all Fleet 
Street journalists but we clearly 
needed some top advertising 
people so we recruited as part¬ 
ners Mike Page and Ben 
Clingain from an evening paper 
in Hertfordshire. 

Mike left us in 1976 and was 
replaced on the board by 
Marie’s brother Richard 
Pinkham. And Richard 
Meredith left to pursue other 
ventures in 1978. 

The remaining four directors 
- Marie, Ben, Richard Pinkham 
and myself continued to 
expand. Marie had by now 
moved into advertising and she, 


newspaper is still going strong... 


Ben and their staff worked mir¬ 
acles with it while Richard con¬ 
trolled accounts and distribu¬ 
tion and I looked after editorial 
and production. 

Marie also found time to start 
her weekly Pandora’s Box col¬ 
umn which she has now been 
writing for more than 35 years. 

We started our own typeset¬ 
ting studio to produce our pages 
and bought an office block in 
Derngate which we renamed 
Newspaper House. Branch 
offices were opened in all the 
main towns we served. 

In 1988 we were approached 
by what was then Britain’s big¬ 
gest regional newspaper group, 
Thomson Regional Newspapers 
and sold out to them. All of the 
directors initially stayed on but 
eventually left to follow other 
interests and Ben Clingain 
sadly died in 2011. 

The Northants Post was 
renamed the Herald & Post in 
1989 and since then, the paper 
has been sold on several times 
and is now operated by Local 
World from offices in Bedford. 

As everyone knows, all news¬ 
papers are facing unprecedent¬ 
ed challenges with a lot of 
advertising migrating to the 
internet and many people now 
relying on the net for news. 

In 1975, newspapers owned 
this marketplace and we clearly 
strained every sinew providing 
information and entertainment 
for everyone. We certainly had a

convey this to our readers. 

But no-one can turn back pro¬ 
gress and in congratulating 
Steve Scoles and his staff on 
reaching their 40th birthday, I 
hope they can successfully 
master all the challenges posed 
by the technological revolution.

You can say what you want about 
the town, but Northampton is a 
special place. 

And thanks to the Northants 
Herald and Post, I’ve been able to 
enjoy the best start imaginable to 
my journalism career here. 

I entered the office one Monday 
morning with a smile wider than a 
Cheshire cat, and an enthusiasm 
you couldn’t match.

From chasing the Northampton

So whether I am sightseeing 3,400 
miles away in New York, lapping up 
the sun on the Costa Del Sol, or 
watching my beloved football team 
Liverpool take on rivals Manchester 
United on a Sunday afternoon, I 
never really switch off from the 
world of news. 

One thing that HAS changed over 
the last two years, however, is the 
modern day newsroom. 

My first day was in an office, work¬ 
ing from computers, picking up tele¬ 
phones and reading books. 

But today, I am working from my 
laptop, in shops, cafes and from 
home. I’m making calls on my 
mobile phone, and keeping up to 
date with the goings-on in town via 
social media.

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THE days of cutting and pasting 
the elements of a page together 
might be long since gone, but at 
Westferry Printers, the distinctive 
smell of fresh newsprint still hangs 
in the air. 

Based in Kimpton Road in Luton, 
Westferry has four gearless presses 
which print hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of copies of the Northants 
Herald and Post and its sister titles 
Bedfordshire on Sunday, Luton on 
Sunday, and Milton Keynes News, 
as well as national red tops like the 
Daily Express and Daily Star. 

From morning until night the 
150,000 sqft, £60 million shed is 
thrumming with life - albeit it 
mostly mechanical these days - as 
millions of copies of newspapers, 
magazines and leaflets, national 
and local, fly off the production 
line. 

The journey from idea to reality 
begins with the daily delivery of 
gigantic reels of paper each weigh¬ 
ing in at around 1.25 tonnes. The 
reels are then stacked by fork-lift 
style robots, one on top of the 
other, until they are taken individ¬ 
ually to be prepared for a print 
run. 

Once the reels are primed and 
ready on the stands for printing, 
they are moved, again by robots as 
the process is almost entirely auto¬ 
mated, so the printed word can be 
transferred from the plates onto 
the paper by a number of separate 
machines. 

At their fastest, these machines 
can go through 14.5 m of paper in a 
single second. 

Mick Crawley, operations manag¬ 
er at Westferry, tells me the job of 
moving the reels was done by sev¬ 
eral men once upon a time, 
but although the process has 
become twice as fast, the introduc¬ 



tion of improved machinery has 
come at a heavy price for workers. 

At present there are 83 perma¬ 
nent members of staff, as well as 
numerous sub-contractors. 

“We used to push the reel into the 
reel stand by ourselves and we 
only need half the amount of peo¬ 
ple to run the machines as we did 
before,” he says. 

“The problem is people don’t j 
want to pay money for news- ' * 
papers any more, they want 
everything for free. It all 
relies on advertising and to 
keep the costs down you have 
to cut the labour.” 

Back on the floor the next 
step is to make up the plates. 

For every page there are four 
plates - one in each of the four col¬ 
our groups; cyan, magenta, yellow 
and black. Each plate has a code on 
its side denoting the type of colour 
it is and what page in the paper 
appears on it. 

Mick says: “When you click send 
it goes straight to the machines 
and the PDF of the page is separat¬ 
ed into CMYK. 

“Once we’ve started printing, a 
copy goes down a shoot to be 
checked every two minutes to 
make sure everything looks like it 
should and all the colours are 
right. 

“From when the Northants 
Herald and Post comes off 
the stone (when every page 
has been sent) to coming 
off the press it takes 
around 35 minutes.” 

Once your favourite free 
newspaper has rolled off 
the line it is packed into 
bundles and collected by a 
local distribution firm for 
delivery to your door or local 
convenience shop.

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We now live in the time of instant news 


Journalist Lawrence John has seen 
editors come and go at the H&P and 
interviewed some world famous 
names. He reflects on times past... 



There are two old adages which are 
often used, one is you are getting 
older if policemen are getting 
younger and the other is the world 
is getting a smaller place. 

The truth of the matter is when it 
comes to journalism the world is 
not getting smaller, the office we 
work in has shrunk to a mobile 
phone and a laptop. 

When the Herald & Post was based 
in Derngate, everything you needed 
to produce and run the paper was 
in one building. 

You had reception, there was the 
sales floor, the typesetters who 
made up each page ready to send to 
the printers, editorial to write the 
stories and distribution to make 
sure the papers were delivered to 
you to read. 

This was how it worked, this was 
how it was done. 

But slowly technology changed 
and the new computer age became 
part of our work place. 

The typesetters vanished, we can 
now push a button and send the 


pages electronically straight to the 
printers, we do not need a building 
as reporters and a sales team - we 
are mobile and distribution is done 
at a main hub. 

My computer system allows me to 
write the stories into a shape 
straight onto the page which can be 
read and then sent. I can write a 
story and publish online without 
having to go into an office. The 
speed of what I can do and how I do 
it has changed dramatically. It is 
now instant news. 

The way in which journalists get 
news has also changed. Now we use 
Twitter to speak to people and get 
stories from what they tweet. 

We look at Facebook to pick up on 
new trends and get information 
about people who are making the 
news. 

I first became aware of the power 
of the internet while working as a 
journalist. A band were coming to 
Northampton I had never heard of, 
but I learnt tickets for their gigs sold 
out due to a loyal band of followers 
travelling the country to see them 
play. 

I interviewed one of the band. I 
rang the number I had been given, 
his mother answered and shouted 
to him to come to the phone. I can¬ 
not remember his name but he was 
a member of the Arctic Monkeys. 

It is at moments like this you see a 
bit of the future - you may not know 
what will happen but you have seen 
something new. 

When I speak to people and they 
know what I do, they ask which 


famous people I have interviewed. 

I honestly do not keep a list and 
even now I am having to think hard 
who I can name and who you will 
know. 

Here are a few names of the great 
and the good I have encountered: 
Gene Pitney, Christopher Timothy, 
Jools Holland, Ed Byrne, Lenny 
Henry, Ian Hunter (Mott the 
Hoople), Howard Marks, Paul 
Merton, Scissor Sisters (saw them at 
the Soundhaus), Keane (at the 
Soundhaus), The Zootons (second 
on the bill at the Soundhaus), The 
Killers, Tony Blair on his battle bus 
when he came to Kettering, and a 
number of Saints players and 


coaches including Dylan Hartley, 
Jim Mallinder, George North, Ben 
Foden, Ian Hunter and Sir Ian 
McGeechan, when he was their 
coach. 

My favourite interviews are those 
where I allowed the interviewee to 
talk. Asking them things they did 
not expect, giving them the chance 
to express themselves and not talk¬ 
ing about the same old, same old all 
the time. The Northants Herald & 
Post has been your free local weekly 
paper for 40 years.

Since its launch in 2012, the 
Peugeot 208 has dramati¬ 
cally improved its French brand’s 
proposition in the supermini 
sector - but time moves on. 

Since its original introduc¬ 
tion, just about every key rival 
has been either refreshed or 
re-launched. Hence the need for 
this smarter, cleverer and more 
efficient facelifted version. It’s a 
small car with very big ideas. 

At this model’s original launch, 
it got some of the things the 
PSA Group was developing for 
its modern era volume cars - an 
infotainment touchscreen and 
1.0 and 1.2-litre PureTech petrol 
engines - but not all. 

In comparison to the best rivals 
in this segment, the connectivity 
needed an upgrade and the diesel 
engines were a little behind those 
of the best rivals. Peugeot has 
now sorted both these things. 
You can download the latest apps 
on the 7-inch central dash display 
that most models get - and now 
use a ‘MirrorScreen’ system that 
duplicates the functionality of 
your smartphone. 

Under the bonnet, diesel 
variants now get the brand’s 
BlueHDi technology with three 
1.6-litre units. Plus there’s a 
desirable 1.2-litre turbocharged 
PureTech I I Obhp petrol option 
borrowed from the larger 


308 model. 

One issue still tends to domi¬ 
nate your thinking the first time 
you get into this 208 and drive 
off. Namely the smallest steering 
wheel you’ll find this side of a su¬ 
percar. A potential problem, you 
might think, given that in most 
vehicles, you view the instrument 
cluster through the wheel. Here 
though, you don’t have to for the 
instrument pack has been moved 
to sit up above the wheel as it 
would do in, say, an MPV 

On the road, this car feels light 
on its feet thanks to a pro¬ 
gramme of weight-saving that 
has especially benefitted entry- 
level variants equipped with the 
marque’s clever three cylinder 
PureTech petrol engine. 

Peugeot has tried to make this 
208’s styling a bit more assertive 
and distinctive. The restyled front 
bumper creates a sharper and 
more precise line, with a wider 
grille and deeper chrome finisher 
that is now fully integrated. 

Inside, not too much needed 
doing. Soft touch plastics, tactile 
switchgear, chrome highlights and 
almost faultless ergonomics show 
other supermini sellers how it 
should be done. 

The revised engine line-up 
means all versions of the 208 
meet stringent Euro 6 emissions 
standards.

Northampton Town play¬ 
ers and staff were told they 
are likely to be paid late 
this month as a dark 
October reached gloomy 
new lows. 

The news was broken by 
the Sixfields club’s chief 
executive James Whiting in 
a tense Supporters’ Trust 
meeting at the Guildhall, 
where David Cardoza’s 
deputy also revealed the 
club’s unpaid HMRC bill 
had grown to £ 166 , 000 . 

Despite the club’s bank 
account being frozen due 
to a winding-up petition 
and bringing the the club 
to its knees, Chairman 
David Cardoza is free to 
pursue a deal that suits 
him, with radio station 
owner and ex-Oxford 
Chairman Kelvin Thomas 
poised to take over. 


Northampton fans are 
understandably con¬ 
cerned, given the continu¬ 
ing secrecy over the full 
range of interested parties 
in the club and the sugges¬ 
tion by stadium builders 
Buckingham that Cardoza 
had previously signed a 
heads of term agreement 
with an “extremely uncon¬ 
vincing” Indian consorti¬ 
um involving Ravi Rach. 

Yet with the Cardoza 
family owning a hefty per¬ 
centage of the Cobblers, it 
is difficult to see a sale to 
anyone but their choosing. 

Maybe, by going public, 
other serious groups could 
influence the Borough 
Council to guide Cardoza 
into a deal which leaves the 
supporters in a better posi¬ 
tion than with yet another 
majority owner with 
unclear motives. 

All the while there is pres¬ 
sure to honour Bucking¬ 
ham Group’s contract to 
build a joke of an East 


Stand, the costs of which 
will represent a significant 
proportion of the stadium’s 
build cost. 

It is difficult to say what 
line to take on Kelvin 
Thomas, the club’s pro¬ 


spective new Chairman. A 
Supporters’ Trust spokes¬ 
man at Monday’s meeting 
gave a fairly warm review 
using that cringe worthy 
cliche “football man” yet, 
given it was based on a ten- 


minute phone call, it 
should be taken with a 
pinch of salt, as can the 
endorsement of Cobblers’ 
CEO Whiting, who is in no 
position to be influencing 
supporters. 

Fans have further cause 
for concern with the Trust 
spokesman’s comment 
that Thomas is not the 
money man, rather a 
“front” with a shadowy 
consortium behind him. 

“Don’t accept tin-pot con 
saviours and two-bit con- 
men, believing it’s them or 
oblivion because it’s not” 
said original NTFC Trust 
leader Brian Lomax in a 
speech read out at the 
beginning of the Guildhall 
meeting this week. 

Words it seems are likely 
to be ignored by a largely 
beaten down Cobblers fan- 
base, who are ready to 
accept anyone who will 
guarantee the club’s imme¬ 
diate place in League Two 
and short-term survival.

The Northampton Saints got

Foden, who has aspirations of 
breaking back into the England 
set-up, appears to be getting 
back into the groove quickly 
after a cruciate ligament injury 
picked up in January ruled him 
out for eight months. 

It also ended the 30-year-old’s 
hopes of playing in the Rugby 
World Cup, but it looks like the 
extended pre-season because 
of that tournament has benefit- 
ted him in his recovery. 

He did extremely well to fin¬ 
ish his first try under consider¬ 
able attention from the Falcons’ 
defence, and for his second he 
demonstrated that he can still 
exploit gaps to the full when 
they appear. 

Foden said: “I didn’t really get 
much of a summer as I was 
doing rehab and things like 
that. I was lucky enough to go 
to Philadelphia, where England 
sent me, with (specialist rehab 
coach) Bill Knowles and did 
some good stuff with him. 

“I feel really good now, I feel 
ready to roll. Obviously I’m get¬ 
ting on a bit, I’m no spring 
chicken and I’ll have to look 
after my body a bit throughout 
the season. 

“Hopefully I can have a clean 
season, stay fit and put in some 
good performances.”

MAN REBORN: O’Toole has been integral to Northampton’s good run of form after previously being frozen out of the team 


John-Joe O’Toole’s transformation 
over the last month has seen the 
Northampton Town midfielder 
taken off the transfer list at Sixfields, 
and he knows he needs to keep up 
the good work. 

The 27-year-old was told during the 
summer by manager Chris Wilder 
that he was no longer in his plans, 
after he struggled in his first cam¬ 
paign, following signing from Bristol 
Rovers. 

Although he scored the winning 
goal against his old club on the open¬ 
ing day of the season, O’Toole was 
then frozen out of the starting line¬ 
up, and only a combination of inju¬ 
ries and Jason Taylor’s suspension 
saw him brought in from the cold. 

Since then, he hasn’t looked back, 
playing a big part in the Cobblers’ rise 
up the League Two table while form¬ 
ing a reliable central-midfield part¬ 
nership with Joel Byrom. 

O’Toole said: “It’s been a weird sort 
of time for me, first getting told that I 
wasn’t in his (Wilder’s) plans in pre¬ 
season, then getting myself back in 
and playing quite well. 

“Obviously I was delighted for 
myself to be taken off the transfer list 
and I know that I’m in the manager’s 
plans now. I’m playing, I’m enjoying 
my football and the team’s doing well. 
I just hope now that I can stay in the 
team - I know I’ve got to carry on 
doing well and it always helps if the 


team is winning.” 

Wilder claimed after his return to 
the side last month that O’Toole 
needed to start looking after himself 
better, as well as perform on the pitch, 
in order to get back into his plans. 

It seems he has taken this advice to 


heart, but he admitted it was hard 
being on the outside looking in, say¬ 
ing: “Ideally you want to be in the 
manager’s plans and feel like you’re 
part of it. 

“In a lot of ways you’ve just got to 
knuckle down and get on with it. All 


you can do is stay professional, work 
hard and just bear with it. 

“He (Wilder) gave me a chance when 
the team wasn’t doing so well with a 
few suspensions and stuff and I feel 
like I took my chance and I’ve done 
well since.” 



Manager well 
pleased with 
players’ focus 

Northampton Town manager Chris 
Wilder has once again praised the 
attitude his players have shown in 
adversity after it emerged they 
may not receive this month’s 
wages on time. 

There does appear to be some 
light at the end of the tunnel for 
the Cobblers at last, with former 
Oxford United Chairman Kelvin 
Thomas revealing he is interested 
in taking over the club. 

Sixfields has been in turmoil for 
the last month, with a proposed 
deal with an Indian consortium 
collapsing before the club missed 
a deadline to pay back a £10.25 
million loan from the borough 
council. 

Despite all the off-field shenani¬ 
gans, the team has embarked on a 
superb run recently and they cur¬ 
rently lie fourth in League Two 
ahead of Saturday’s trip to 
Newport County. 

Wilder said: “The players deserve 
to know what’s going on and I’ve 
kept them abreast with as much as 
I know. They deserve an unbeliev¬ 
able amount of praise for the way 
they’ve kept their focus and gone 
about their business. 

“Yes, they’ve been getting paid 
and not a lot has greatly changed 
in the way they’ve been treated, 
but the uncertainty is there and 
they have to deal with it. 

“Hopefully, we can come through 
the next 48-72 hours, get through 
this period as a football club.” 

Northampton travel to a Newport 
side rejuvenated since the arrival 
of manager John Sheridan earlier 
in the month, but they head to 
Rodney Parade in a confident 
mood themselves. 

While they hope to have Ryan 
Cresswell back from injury, Wilder 
revealed Shaun Brisley will be out 
for six to eight weeks with medial 
ligament damage.
